JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices from this port by the present French; mail are 
of no later date than those received by the Pacific mail on 
the 21st ult., and published in our issue of the 27th. The 
Pacific mail steamer Colorudo arrived at San Francisco on the 
15th ult., with advices from Yokohama to the 24th Sept., and 
the following items of news have been telegraphed :— 

Although the Government officials have all resumed their 
special duties, nothing particularly interesting to foreigners has 
been done. They are looking forward to a revision of the 
treaties, which will in a few days be seriously entered upon. 
The Chief Ambassador, Iwakura, and his two Assistant Am- 
bassadors, Ito and Yamaguchi, have reached home. 

The Peruvian Minister has left for China to arrange the 
Treaty at Peking. He has been quite successful in Japan, having 
arranged a treaty of commerce and amity. 

The Government has appointed a commission, combed of 
Japanese, assisted by Mr. Hannen, the Acting Assistant Jud, ige 
of Her Britannic Majesty’s Supreme Court, to inquire into t 
outstanding claims of foreigners against the Government,

SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 14th 


Sept. ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The follow- 
ing items of news are from the North China Herald :— 


We are glad to learn, from the French Munici i oy Minutes 
that the two Councils have decided to reconstruct the Bund and 
Szechuen-road bridges over the Yang-king-pang, of hard wood. 
The present ones have been condemned for some time. The 
construction of straw and bamboo huts is to be prevented in 
future, on the French Concession—a measure suggested, we pre- 
sume, by the late slaughter-house fires. 

The summer retraced its steps a few weeks to get a balmy 
night for the band performance on Wednesday, and produced a 
much milder specimen than the last. The temperature hit the 
happy medium when to sit was not to get chilled, and to walk 
was not to become heated, and the brilliant moon "almost threw- 
the lamps into the shade. There was a very large attendance, 
which seemed to go on increasing, and to disperse reluctantly.. 

A serious outbreak of fire has occurred on board the Russian 
steamer Alerander, Captain Hummel. The steamer, it appears, 
left Hankow at 5 a.at. on the 4th, with 10, D package es of tea, 
which she was to take to Tientsin for trafMfort to i Fussih: via 
Siberia, the lateness of the season rendering it undesirable to 
go direct to the Amoor. At 2 a.M. on the 5th fire was reported, 
but strenuous and systematic exertion for four hours prevented 
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it from gaining more than a temporary headway. Captain 
Hummel and his officers, assisted by Captain Blanchard, who 
was on board as pilot, seem to have acted with decision and 
promptitude. In remarkable contrast with their energy and 
good management is the absurd obstructiveness reported to 
have been shown by the Custom-house officials at Chinkiang. 
Captain Hummel asked that under the circumstances he should 
be allowed to proceed, and that if he could not have his papers, 
a letter might be given upon which he could go on to Shanghai 
and have his smouldering cargo discharged, leaving the ship’s 
papers to be sent after him. Red tape proved of more con- 
sequence, however, at Chinkiang than the safety of a steamer or 
considerations of the increasing damage to her cargo from heat 
and moisture, putting aside the possibility of a fresh outbreak. 
The Alevander has discharged 5,000 packages of her cargo at 
Hunt's Wharf, the tea being variously damaged by fire and 
water, and a good many chests having been evidently burnt 
through. She has since gone into dock. 

The report of the Municipal Council notices the death of the 
secretary thus :— 

“That the Council desire to record their deep regret at the 
loss which they have sustained by the death of their much es- 
teemed secretary, Mr. Alexander John Johnston ; and take this 
opportunity, ou behalf of the community of Shanghai and them- 
selves, of testifying to the very courteous, able, zealous, and tho- 
roughly satisfactory manner in which that gentleman performed 
the duties entrusted to him since he joined the Council’s service 
in July, 1863, a period of ten years; and that the chairman of 
the Council shall convey, on behalf of his colleagues, their sym- 
cy with his widow and family in their bereavement.” 

r. Johnston joined the Council’s service in July, 1863, and 
has acted as secretary since June, 1865. 

A telegram from Japan reports the loss, between Yokohama 
and Hiogo, of the brig dAdmirul—all hands saved. Messrs. 
Morris, Lewis, and Co., of this port, were agents and part owners 
of the Admiral, which was insured under value. 

A correspondent writes that a fraud has been perpetrated on the 
Agra, Chartered Mercantile, and Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banks, by the manager or other employés of the Union Company’s 
Wharf. Thees Banks had advanced on the deposit of a quantity 
of lead stored in there godowns, and for which Mr. Stoddard’s re- 
ceipts hadbeen granted. On thediscovery being made that the lead 
was not in the godown Mr. Stoddard was found to be absent, 
but returned to Shanghai shortly after, and it is hoped may be 
able to account for the abstraction, The amount involved is 
about 60,000 taels. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 20th Sept.; the P. and O. mail 
from London Aug. 8 arrived out on the 15th Sept. The follow- 
ing items of news are from the Hong Hong Daily Press :— 

Captain Burnie, of the s.s. Douglas, has been presented by 
H. E. Chung, the Superintendent of Customs at Canton, with a 
handsome testimonial, in the form of a silver inkstand, from 
Messrs. George Falconer and Co.’s. It represents two dogs, one 
on each ink bottle, on the alert for game, and a stone half im- 
bedded in the earth, witha tree over it, and bears an inscription 
setting forth that it was presented to him in recoguition of 
valuable services rendered to H. E. on his voyage from Canton 
to Taku. The same case also contains two finely executed can- 
dlesticks. Lii, the Deputy Superintendent, has presented a cup, 
which bears a similar inscription. 

The British steamer Quwuinysc, under charter to the Pacific 
Mail Company, has arrived from San Francisco, making the pas- 
sage in twenty days to Yokohama. She leaves for San Fran- 
cisco on the 25th Sept. 

The principal agent of the M.M. Company has been advised 
by telegram that the Dor nat, with the French mails, due here on 
the 23rd Sept., has put hack to Galle, in consequence of some 
accident to her machinery that will take a few days to yepair. 

At the extraordinary meeting of the Pier and Godown Com- 
pany, for the purpose of confirming the resolution passed for 
winding up the company, the resolution was duly confirmed, and 
it was agreed that, in the event of one of the trustees being absent, 
the other could act alone. 

We publish a correspondence with reference to Life Insurance 
in the East, which is of much interest to residents in these parts. 
The correspondence refers chiefly to the new system of Life In- 
surance known as the Positive, which is now becoming increas- 
ingly popular, and is admitted generally to remedy defects which 
exist in other systems. The estimation in which the Positive 
Tusurance Company is held, is shown by the facts that 2,600 per- 
sons have paid up £250,000 of capital, and over £34,000 in the 
way of premiums on shares, and that the annual premiums for 
Life Assurances amount to nearly £22,000, The rates of pre- 
mium charged in the East are the same as those at home, which 
is a great hoou to many who cannot afford the heavy extra pre- 
luiuins asked in other offices. 

The letter, whi@we publish from the Suiyou Independent, 
combined with certain rumours which have of late obtained cur- 

rency, would appear to indicate that there is a likelihood of the 
French taking detinite steps with a view to the annexation of 
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Tonquin. Without Tonquin, the letter says, the trade of 
Saigon cannot exist, and consequently Saigon must be annexed. 
There is a certain simplicity in the reasoning which is rather 
striking in these days, when annexation without just cause is 
not considered an altogether legitimate course. .}%/ a cause has 
to be sought, and we find that the mandarins are very perfidious. 
So on we go with the two facts that Saigon wants trade, and the 
mandarins are perfidious, to the natural conclusion {1 >t Tonquin 
should be annexed. This, at all events, is the Saigon view of 
the subject, but it may be questioned whether the Home Go- 
vernment in France will be disposed to back up these enter- 
prising colonists, whose care for the glory of their country and 
their own commercial interests are so forcibly set forth. 

We understand, on good authority, that Mr. Austin does not 
intend to return to the colony. If this is the fact, two very im- 
portant offices will be open to be permanently filled up, namely, 
that of Colonial-Secretary and that of Registrar-General. Both 
these offices have been for some time efficiently filled tempo- 
rarily by gentlemen who have now had good experience in 
Hong Kong, and it will probably be decided to retain them in 
their posts. Mr. Cecil Smith, in his capacity of acting Colonial 
Secretary, has undoubtedly displayed considerable ability and 
untiring energy ; and we are confident that, but for one or two 
rather unfortunate shortcomings, his capabilities would have 
been far more generally recognised than has been the case. With 
regard to the Registrar-General’s office, no doubt the office itself 
is open to some objection ; but, if it is to be continued, it will 
perhaps be diffictilt to find a gentleman better qualified to fill it 
than Mr. Tonnochy. He has now been on trial for some time, 
and has shown an amount of carefulness and shrewdness in the 
exercise of his function, which promises well for the proper 
conduct of the office under his charge.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 29th Sept. ; the 
P. and O. mail from London, Aug. 22, arrived out on the 21st 
Sept., the French mail from London, Aug. 29, on the 25th Sept. 
and the overdue French mail of Aug. 15 on the same day. The 
following items are from the Straits Times :— 


The Examination for the Government Scholarships, now 
competed for by all the Malay schools in Singapore, was held at 
Mr. Keasberry’s schools, River Valley Road. 

There were forty candidates present, and the examination re- 
sulted in favour of the Mission School. The names of the suc’ 
cessful candidates were :—

8rd do. » Sl Anip. 


At the last examination, held three months ago, the boys of 
the Tulok Blangah School were successful in carrying off the first 
and second Scholarships, and the third was won by one of the 
boys of the Mission School. After the winners were declared, 
both they and the defeated candidates were stimulated to further 
efforts by the announcement that they would be allowed to com- 
pete at Christmas for prizes recently subscribed by the Singapore 
public. They are to be given by open competition, and we 
understand that above $100 will be offered on that occasion. 

The members of the Exchange, after the business hour, im- 

rovised themselves, at the invitation of the chairman, into an 
impromptu Caucus, as our American friends say, for the purpose 
of considering the action of his Excellency the Governor in bring- 
ing into operation at once, for the next Sessions, Ordinance 
No. VI. of this year, entitled the Criminal Procedure Bill, which 
abolishes the Grand Jury. There appears to be a very strong 
feeling that, in the face of the protest of the unofficiel_members 
in Council, andjin face of the late public meeting inws,: Town-ha'l 
against the Bill, his Excellency is doing a very wresey and ungra- 
cious act in putting it into force without awaiting the decision of 
the Secretary of State, after he has been fully informed cf 
all that has been said and done here with regard to the Bill. 
It transpired only yesterday that there is to be no grand jury at 
the sessions next month, and the strength of the feeling apon 
the question may be judged from the prompt way in which the 
business portion of the community took thought and resolution 
upon it yesterday. There seemed to be only one feeling, and 
that was one of resentinent, with regard to the precipitancy of 
his Excellency’s conduct in dealing with this Bill, it not being 
usual to bring Bills into operation until they have received the 
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approval of the Secretary of State. The meeting, which was a | 

retty full one, resolved that a telegram should be sent to the 

traits Association at home, asking them to make a representa- 
tion to the Secretary of State upon the subject, and request his 
intervention + suspend the Ordinance from becoming Jaw until 
he has had?_.“s opportunity of knowing and fully considering 
the unofficial members’ protest, the public meeting, and the 
strong feeling of the community upon the subject. The cost of 
the telegra ‘,was at once subscribed. 

The Dutch steamer Singapore, which arrived here from 
Batavia, towed to this port the Dutch ship Aosmopoliet, which 
had sustained some damage at Padang, and comes here for re- 
pair. The Aosmopol/et has gone into dock here, and the Singa- 
pore will go on the line to Deli, in place of the steamer Sunda, 
which is to undergo repair at Sourabaya. 

The two officers of H.M.S. Judge, who were wounded in 
Laroot river, were Lieutenants Lindsay and Creswell. On the 
16th inst., about 1.30 p.m, one of the Jfid7e’s boats and the 
Tunku Muntri’s yacht were proceeding up the river, both flying 
the British ensign, when they were suddenly met and fired upon 
by two large Chinese junks, each with fifty or sixty men on 
board. The Malay pilot bolted below, and the boat went ashore, 
with two officers wounded, Lieutenant Lindsay with a bullet in 
his chest and Lieutenant Creswell in the thigh. Another bullet 
passed through the beard of Commander Grant, the captain of 
the Afidye. Nevertheless, the fire of the junks was gallantly 
and effectively replied to by the Jfide’s boat, and they were driven 
back with rockets, which did much execution. Next morning there 
was not suflicient water on the bar of the river to allowof theirtry- 
ing further conclusions. Captain Grant therefore returned to Pe- 
nang, communicated with Captain Woolcombe, of H.M.S. Thalia, 
at this port, and, according to orders, awaited the latter’s arrival at 
the mouth of Laroot river. Ample satisfaction appears to have been 
obtained, after some sharp work, which ended in the unconditional 
surrender of the Chinese faction which has so long disturbed 
Larvot. We are glad to learn that Lieut. Lindsay’s wound is not 
likely to prove mortal, as was at first feared. There is fair hope 
of his recovery, but he will have to be invalided home. Lieut. 
Creswell is progressing satisfactorily towards convalescence.

Saanaual.—Black : Very light transactions had been entered into, 
business being restricted on account of the small proportion of de- 
sirable Tea in stock, and for which holders were firm in their demands. 
The reported settlements had been 4,479 chests at about former values, 
and two parcels, together equal tof681fchests, were put down as shipped. 
Green : Settlements for the week had been :—2,045 half-chests Teen- 
kai, fine to finest at Tls. 38.50 to 42; 5,844 Moyune, fine to finest, 
Tis. 39 to 44.50; 3,769 Fychow, medium to fine, Tls. 30 to 35; 782 
Taepings, Tls. 28.75 to 29.25 ; 1,806 Pingsuey, Tls. 25 to 38; 2,501 
Local packed, Tls. 23 to 36; total, 16,747 half-chests. A large busi- 
ness had been transacted, and the advance established a fortnight be- 
fore on Teenkais and fine Fychows had been fully maintained. Moy- 
unes had arrived to some extent, and had been eagerly competed for at 
prices about equal to those ruling at same date last year. A few of the 
best chops compared favourably with last season’s Teas, but the gene- 
rality of them were deficient in make and colour, though in water they 
were superior to last season's crop, The deficiency in make arose 
mainly from the chops being made of better, proportion, the quantity 
of the fine lines, in relation to the lower lines, being greater than usual. 
The stock consisted of 18,496 half-chests Country Tea, 10,000 half- 
chests Pingsuey, and 2,000 half-chesta local packed. 

Foochow.—During the interval settlements of Congou had been 
made to the extent of 12,500 chests, without change in prices, the 
buyers for Australia and the Continent being still in the market, and 
thus the Teamen had succeeded in obtaining, on the whole, previous 
prices ; still the holders were anxious sellers, and a slight weakness was 
noticeable at the close. In Souchongs comparatively little businesa had 
been done, the purchases cnly amounting to 460 chests. No trans- 
actions in Foochow Ooloongs had taken place, and regarding these Teas 
there was nothing to report other than that the rumours about offers 
being made were still circulated. Some 2,700 half-chests of Tamsui 
Ooloongs were said to have been settled at Tls. 20 to 214, but this 
transaction ‘had not been publicly reported; the Teas graded about 
good cargo, and it was thought that the quoted prices included the 
duty paid in Tamsui. About 3,300 boxes of Scented Teas had found 
buyers at unchanged rates. The Chance had sailed for Melbourae, and 
the Belted Will had cleared for Sydney. The British three-masted 
schooner Engelbert and werman schooner August Reimers had both 
arrived and were placed on the berth for Sydney‘and Melbourtie re- 
spectively. 

Amoy.—Ooloongs had been steadily bought, and prices had ruled 
slightly dearer. The total settlements to date had been about 78,500 
half-chests, and the stock was estimated at 22,000 half-chests. The 
Adelheid had sailed for New York, taking 178,916 lbs, of Amoy Ooloongs 
and 26,233 lbs. of Congou. 

SILK. 

Suancnati—During the week business had continued on about the 
same scale as previously, The additional settlements ted 2,000 
bales, about two-thirds of which consisted of Tsatlee Silks ; and common 
descriptions of this class had again been chiefly in demand. Chop 
Thirds had been obtainable on rather easier terms, “ Cock and Worm,” 
“ Donkey,” and “ Dragon” having each been bought at Tis. 4674 per 
picul. At theclose the market was generally quict. Total settlements 
to date had been 26,500 bales, and the unsold stock was about 8,000 
bales. 

Cantox.—Little or no change had taken place in the market, the 
demand having been chiefly for No. 4 Tsatlee, which description was a 
little stronger, while No. 1 was slightly cheaper. Settlements for pre- 
sent mail consisted of 470 bales, of which 30 were Loong Kong, Re- 
reels were quiet, and no further transactions were reported, though 
some private contracts may have been made. Stock consisted of 1,700 
bales Tsatlee Reels, 400 bales Loong Kong, 300 bales Cumchook and 
Lacklow, and 1,000 bales of inferior kinds. The fifth crop, which would 
arrive in about a fortnight from date, was estimated at 5,000 bales 
in all.

CHINS* .T THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 
oe (THE TIMES.) 

When the Vienna Exhibition is a thing of the past it seems to us 
that few incidents connected with its history will be looked back to 
with greater satisfaction than the fact that the Chinese Government has 
thought it worth while to add its contribution to the specimens of in- 
ternational industry collected there for display. We have for so long, 
and, we must add, with so much reason, been accustomed to look 
upon the Chinese Government as systematically bent on maintain- 
ing an exclusive reserve in ita relations with Western Powers, that we 
cannot fail to welcome heartily any indications of a desire to change so 
uncongenial a policy. It must be borne in mind that foreign inter- 
course with China has already been carried on for over 200 years. 
During the whole of that period the Tartar dynasty has been in power ;

and throughout this long succession of years it has been its principal 
object to keep back the pernicious foreigner. Every privilege and every 
right which the foreigner possesses has been wrung from reluctant hands, 
and onno single occasion, unless we except the Embaasy of 1866, has there 
been anything approaching to a spontaneous desire to enter into friendly 
communication with Westerti Powers. It is then particularly satis- 
factory to find that on this occasion the Chinese Government has 
broken through its traditional policy, and has volunteered to unite ona 
footing of common equality with other countries in the general promo- 
tion of industry and arts. So remarkable is it, indeed, that we should 
not be surprised to find it regarded by the admirers of the Chinese as 
an epoch in the international history of the Chinese Empire. At the 
close of the 19th century to regard so ordinary an occurrence as the 
exhibition of its industrial and natural products at an international 
show as something extraordinary in the history of an Empire number- 
ing more than one-third of the human inhabitants of the globe, is, to 
say the least of it, somewhat damning praise. At the same time, there 
are special circumstances connected with the history of China which 
sufficiently account for the exceptional nature of her international 
relations, and for our own part we are not inclined to think harshly of a 
people who cherish with a natural fondness and pride the institutions, 
habits, and manners with which their name has for centuries been asso- 
ciated ; and we can discern quite as much self-respect as arrogance in 
their reluctance to substitute for the many positive blessings they have 
achieved for themselves the doubtful advantages of innovations which 
they must take on trust. The ship of the State has for a lengthened 
period been moored in a calm but restricted haven, and it is but acting 
the part of a good captain to ascertain the character of the seas over 
which he has not yet sailed before committing his bark to their depths. 
Apart, moreover, from the prudential motives which inexperience 
necessitates, and from the reluctance to exchange an experimental 
policy [for one the fruits of which she has tasted and found 
pleasant, China is so situated that to imitate a policy of reform 
is to abrogate the claims to infallibility, the belief in which the 
successive epochs in her history have only tended to strengthen and 
confirm. For many centuries China was the mistress of the surround- 
ing world. The neighbouring States with which she came in contact 
she found ignorant as herself of anything beyond their immediate vi- 
cinity, and greatly inferior to her in intelligence. The consequence 
was that she came to look upon herself as the world, or, rather, as the 
centre of the system round which all other States revolved as satellites. 
These States were incorporated into her body politic, and so long » 
time elapsed before anything occurred to disturb the pleasing illusion 
of her infallibility, that her assumptions became embodied in her lan- 
guage, and in the every-day talk of the people, who never referred to 
their own country but as to the “ Middle Kingdom” or to the “ Uni- 
verse.” It was, after all, but another exemplification of the proverb— 
“ Among the blind the one-eyed man is king ;” and the history of the 
human race affords endless proofs that conceit and pride increase in 
exact ratio with the limitations of experience and knowledge. The his- 
tory of the last hundred years has been the chronicling of a series of 
shocks upon this time-honoured creed, and their rudeness has been in 
proportion to the determination of the Chinese to resist rather than 
to bend before the storm. Much has been done, but much still remains 
to be done. The growth of centuries cannot be uprooted in a moment, 
and we fear the dislike to acknowledge an equal is still strong in the 
minds of the people. Foreigners will be “devils” and “ barbarians” 
for some time to come yet. It is only by example, firmness, and up- 
rightness that we can hope to eradicate these prejudices; and, 
mean-while we can welcome with hearty appreciation any effort 
on the part of the Chinese Government, however small, to 
grasp a truer, though less flattering, appreciation of her posi- 
tion in the world. We had the appearance of China in the Vienna 
International Exhibition as a good omen for the future, and as indicat- 
ing a disposition to enlist herself on a footing of equality in the ranks 
of the international comity. The collection of articles presented for 
inspection affords only another proof of what has always been allowed 
—the ingenious intelligence of the people, their fertility of resource, and 
their untiring industry ; and it does not require a very favourably pre- 
disposed or partial observer to discern in the Collection the promise of 
an important future under the educating influences of enlarged expe- 
rience. It is by the humanising effects of commerce, and by the friendly 
intermixture of international courtesies, rather than by gunboats and 
missionaries, that this result is to be obtained. 


Habal and Military. 


The Swinger, 4, composite gunboat, sailed from Plymouth on 
the 25th ult. for’the China station’ via the Suez Canal. The

Among the army medical promotions of the week are Surgeon W. R. 
Stewart, M.D. (to be surgeon-major), who served in the 99th Regiment 
during the campaign of 1860, in North China, and was present at the 
surrender of Peking, for which services he received medal with clasp ; 
Surgeon J. J. McCarthy, M.D. (to be surgeon-major), who served 
throughout the same campaign in China, for which he reccived medal 
with two clasps. He also served in the operations against tho Taeping 
rebels in 1862, and was appointed a Knight of the Legion of Honour, 
as a mark of his Imperial Majesty's approbation of his services, while 
under fire, to French soldiers wounded in China, and especially to the 
late Admiral Protet at the moment he was mortally wounded. 

Vice-Admiral Sir Robert John Le Mesurier M‘Clure, C.B., whose 
name is so well known in connection with Arctic discovery, died at his 
residence in Duke-street, St. James's, on the 17th inst., at the age of 
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ajxty-six years. In 1856 he was appointed to command the Esk, with 
which vessel he served on the west coast of America and in the China 
seas; and he commanded the Naval Brigade in the operations before 
Canton, for which service he was created a Companion of the Bath in 
1859. He subsequently became senior naval officer in the Straits and at 
Hong Kong, during the passage of the troops from India to China on 
the expedition which eventually captured Peking. Sir Robert returned 
to land in 1861, and was promoted to the rank of rear-admiral in 
1867, being advanced to the rank of vice-admiral during the present 
year. <s 

Captain W. N. W. Hewett, V.C., who has just left England in the 
Active, corvette, to take command of the West Coast of Africa Station, 
vice Commodore J. E. Commerell, resigned, has twice served in China. 
In September, 1865, he obtained command of the Basilisk, 6, paddle 
sloop, fitting at Sheerness, and left England on the lst of November for 
the China and Japan Station. _He returned to England and was paid 
off in April, 1869. In November following he was appointed to take 
the Donegal, 81, to China with the new crew of the Ocean, and left in 
the following month. In May, 1870, he recommissioned the Ocean, 24, 
flag-ship of Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellett, K.C.B., at Hong Kong, 
and shortly afterwards sailed for Japan. On the 24th of December the 
Qoean left Singapore, homeward bound, with the crews of the Hornet, 
Elk, &c., and had a very rough passage. Two seamen lost their lives 
by falling from aloft, one of them nearly killing Captain Hewett, he 
having struck him severely on the shoulder while falling. The Ocean 
wes paid off in June, 1872. 

Lieutenant F. J. Gray, who has been appointed to the command of the 
Nassau, surveying vessel, served as navigating-lieutenant in that vessel’s 
second commission, under Commander W. Chimmo, in China. The 
ship arrived at Hong Kong in August, 1871, and in November, while 
on her passage to Manila, she was compelled to put back to Hong Kong, 
in consequence of having lost her foremast. In May, 1872, the boats 
of the Nassau were attacked by pirates near Carang-Carang, on the 
north-east portion of Salu. The fight lasted four days, at the end of 
which the crews of the boats were victorious, after having disembarked 
and destroyed the prahs and villages, &c., of the pirates. The boats bom- 
barded the villages for two hours, and the loss of the pirates was fear- 
ful. The result was the breaking up of the nest in that quarter of the 
world by the British forces. Navigating-Lieutenant Gray and some of 
the crews of the boats were severely wounded. In consideration of his 
services Mr. Gray was transferred to the list of lieutenants in Her 
Majesty's fleet. ; 

The following officers, late of the Ceylon Rifles, have been ordered as 
under :—Lieutenant Kelly to join the head-quarters of the 69th regi- 
ment at Gibraltar ; Lieutenant Toombs, the 105th, at Sheffield ; Lieu- 
tenant Price, the 66th, at Bombay ; Lieutenant Ford, the head-quar- 
ters of the 56th, in India; Lieutenant Chamberlain, to join the head- 
quarters of the 80th regiment, in China ; and Lieutenant Bristow the 
head-quartérs of the 81st, at Gibraltar. 


Surgeon-major H. T. Reade, V.C., has been detached from Singapore; 
Assistant Controller G. I. Pirkis (of the Control Department), has 
been detached from Hong Kong ; and Assistant Commissary G. Arber 
has been posted to China. 

Brevet-majors Maxwell and Wilkinson, of the 80th regiment, in 
China, are about to retire on half pay. Lieutenant H. J. Brown, of this 
regiment, has become the third senior infantry subaltern on full pay. 

Captain R. Dawkins, who has been appointed to the command of the 
Vanguard, coastguard-ship at Kingstown, was senior lieutenant in the 
Esk, 21, on the East India and China station, in 1856 and 1857. 

Captain G. Gill, who has just died at Bath at the early age of forty- 
three, served in August, 1853, in an engagement with pirates in the 
China Sea. 

OPERATION OF THE CONTAGIOUS DISEASES ACT IN CHINA 
AND JAPAN. 

The annnal report on the health of the navy—a Blue-book of upwards 
of 600 pages, forty-four of which are devoted to the China Station— 
has been published this week. Special attention is directed to the 
operations of the Contagious Diseases Act, which, it appears, has been 

lopted at Hong Kong and Yokohama—the only places on the station. 
During the year (1871) there were 249 cases of the diseases, for the 
checking of which the Act was passed ; and the vessels in which they 
‘were most numerous were the Barroga, Juno, Ocean, and Rinaldo. The 
Marine Battalion also suffered a good deal. In the Barrosa there were 
37 cases. The surgeon says that several were contracted at Singapore, 
where, at the time of the ship’s stay, no Contagious Diseases Act was 
in operation. Since that time “an Act was passed by the Legislative 
Council of the colony, which promised, when carried into force, to be of 
great benefit not ouly to the soldiers and sailors stationed there, but 
also to the community generally. It is now twelve months since the Act 
was passed, and I am informed that for some reason it has not yet been 
put in force. A case of true syphilis is now, I believe, of very rare oc- 
currence in any of the ships stationed at Yokohama or Hong Kong. The 
Japanese authorities appear to be impressed with the advantages de- 
rived from it at Yokohama, and are, I believe, instituting a regular system 
of examination of prostitutes at Kobé; and I daresay in time they will 
extend it to the other ports. It would be well if the Chinese could 
be induced to follow their example.” “If evidence” (he adds) “were 
required of the advantages conferred by the Contagious Diseases Act, it 
might be easily shown from the records of the ship for the present year,” 
And he shows by figures that while, during the stay of the ship at 
Singapore, 33 cases were contracted, while the ship was at Yokohama 
for about a similar period there were but 9 cases, and the loss of days 
was much less at Yokohama. Precisely the same leave had been given 
to the-men as at Singapore. The majority of the cases on board the 
Juno, 33, were contracted at Shanghai,and three are described as of a 
moat virulent character. The surgeon of the Ocean, on board which 
there were 25 cases, makes the following observations with reference to 


the working of the Act in Japan :— “ The great success attending the. 


working of a lock-hospital for Japanese women at Yokohama, and the 
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benefits conferred on the men of both services by it, induced the late 
Staff-surgeon Newton, who had the superintendence of this hospital 
from the first, to visit Nagasaki in November, 1870, for the purpose of 
obtaining permission from the governor of Nagasaki to introduce a 
similar institution at that place, which, backed by the influence of the 
admiral, and the English, American, and European constris, he succeeded 
in doing. The Ocean left Nagasaki for China before the final arrange- 
ments for the hospital were completed, but on her return there, it was 
reported to be in good working order. It was the fore thought 
desirable that the hospital should be officially inspected by the senior 
naval medical officer present, with the object of looking into its manage- 
ment, and also of proving to the Japanese authorities the interest taken 
by the English naval service in the well-doing of this new establishment. 
An interview was therefore obtained with the governor of Nagasaki by 
the captain of the Ocean, the English Consul and myself attending it, 
when the following requests in furtherance of the more successful 
working of the Contagious Diseases Act were made :—I1st. Permission 
for the naval medical medical officers of any of the English men- 
of-war, in harbour, occasionally to visit the hospital. This was 

ranted after a time on condition that twenty-four hours’ notice was 
given of the intended visit, through Her Britannic Majesty's Consul. 
2nd. That on any person belonging to an English vessel of war 
becoming diseased, the circumstance should be immediately reported, 
and the man infected taken to the house where the disease was 
contracted, accompanied by the constable of tho consulate, and a 
Japanese interpreter, and on identifying the woman infected, that she 
should be at once conveyed to the Lock Hospital for examination, and 
treatment if necessary. 3rd. That the vagrant prostitutes who infested 
the by-lanes of the European quarter, and the different landing-places 
on the Bund, should be placed under the notice of the police, and not 
allowed to ply their trade in these public places ; and if not possessing 
a register of having been examined at the hospital, should render them- 
selves liable to be taken up and punished. These suggestions were ap- 
proved and adopted, and after giving the requisite notice, the Lock 
Hospital was inspected on the 2nd of May, and the following is a re- 
port of the history of it, and of the state it was found in :—The in- 
stitution was opened on the 24th of November, 1870, under the super- 
intendence of Staff-surgeon Newton, of the Royal Navy. The pre- 
mises occupied for it are an old temple, well situated in an airy position 
at the back of the nativetown. It is divided into a number of wards, 
which are kept clean and well ventilated, and baths have been fitted 
for the patients. The professional staff who manage the hospital con- 
sists of three native doctors, the chief of whom has been trained at the 
Japanese General Hospital here, and he has also had some special training 
under the Staff-Surgeon. Five female nurses are employed, and the hos- 
pital can accommodate 100 in-patients. There are 813 recognised prosti- 
tutes in Nagasaki; 433 of these visit the hospital at least once a month ; 
each kecpsa book in which theinspectionsto whichshe has been submitted 
are registcred. Many of the women come voluntarily, and the institution 
is gradually gettinga good name amongst them. The remaindcrof the 813 
prostitutes, viz., 380, are women hired monthly by foreigners, Chinese and 
Japanese. These are not inspected. Where disease is found the 
patient is at once admitted into the hospital, and kept until cured. 
They are treated according to prescriptions and directions laid down 
for the guidance of the native doctors by Staff-surgeon Newton. So 
far as could be seen, these men perform their duties with intelligence, 
and are anxious that the institution should succeed in every way. I 
much regret to have to add that this hospital, which promised to suc- 
ceed so well, and which would have been conducive of so much good 
to the Japanese themselves, as well as to the foreigners resident there, 
was suddenly closed by order of the Governor of Nagasaki, without 
his giving any intimation to the English, or any other of the Consuls, 
of his intention. The English Consul, on hearing of the occurrence, 
wrote officially to the Governor for an explanation, who answered that 
‘the hearts of the people were not yet fully prepared to obey the 
orders and regulations of the Lock Hospital, but as soon as they were, 
it should be opened agnin.’ A few of the worst cases were sent to the 
Japanese General Hospital for treatment, and the rest were sent to 
their homes. It was reported that the real reason for this arbitrary 
act was the misconduct of one of the native ductors. The late Staff- 
surgeon Newton, on hearing at Yokohama that the hospital was closed, 
immediately repaired to Nagasaki, and was using his utmost power, and 
endeavouring by the official aid of the different Consuls again tu open 
the hospital ; and in order to ensure the work being thoroughly and 
efficiently done by an experienced and conscientious man, he proposed 
sending from Yokohama one of his own educated assistants as head 
doctor, when his untimely death put a stop to his philanthropic 
plans being carried into effect.” The surgeon of the Ocean calls 
attention. to the unusually small number of cases recorded on 
board that ship, and to their successful treatment. The majority 
of the cases on board the Rinaldo, 26, were contracted at Singapore and 
Penang, where no system of supervision at that time existed. The 
surgeon of this ship has presented a table, in which he shows that, 
while at Hong Kong, where the Contagious Diseases Act was in opera- 
tion, the great majority of the cases were of a mild type; at Penang 
and Singapore, unprotected ports, the casca were of a most virulent 
character. In the Royal Marine Battalion in Japan there were 224 
cases; and the principal medical officer of the div'' n observes that 
the disease was not nearly so virulent at Yokohama as during his 
former experience there in 1863 to 1866. This he attributes to the 
admirable sanitary arrangements at the Lock Hospital established by 
the Japanese Government. 





GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Haxpena, Oct. 28. 
The annual tables of commercial statistics compiled by the Chan. ber 
of Commerce from official sources have just appeared, and go to stow 
that the trade of this city had no reason to be discontented with the 
results of the year 1872, The volume has been published more tLan 
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two months later than usual, which is accounted for by a good deal of 
time being required to reduce the weights and measures, as well as the 
money value expressed in the tables of former years, to the uniform 
standard of the decimal system and the new currency, which was a 
work of time, and accoinpanied by some difliculties. But, on the other 
hand, it cont. {>s a good deal of additional matter, and for the first 
timesome attempt has been made to give someaccountof the export trade, 
which, if necessarily very imperfect, shows that the Chamber of Com- 
merce have qlone what they could, and intend to du more ; but it must 
not be forg’Yten that they have great difficulties to overcome, pre- 
judices to contend with, and very devided opposition, not to say hostility, 
on the part of the exporters to let the public look into their cards, In 
a free port like this, where no custom-house entries are required, and 
goods may be sent on beard the vessels to any amount, the merchants 
have got accustomed tv the belief that it is interfering with their rights 
and liberties to require a declaration containing the minutie of their 
exports, which they most obstinately resist ; so that all thet the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has been able to achieve in this new volume of tables 
is to give the gross weight of some of the exported articles, and dis- 
tinguishing how much was shipped in German and in foreign vessels. 
With regard to the goods imported, and the nunber aud tonnage of the 
ships that arrived and sailed, the tables are as minute and perfect as in 
the previous years, and leave nothing to be desired. 

The total imports of the year show a considerable increase over 1871 
both by sea, land, and river conveyance, the nett quantity being 
73,087,108 centners against 63,186,321 ditto in 1871, and only 
52,877,650 ditto in 1870, The value of the imports has also increased 
in an equally satisfactory ratio, being 672,407,025 thalers in 1872, 
against 603,243,950 ditto in 1971, and only 369,636,970 ditto in 1870. 

To bring to this port five million centners of goods more than in 
1871, of course necessitated the employment of a larger number of 
vessels and greater amuunt of tunnaye : and therefore it will create no 
surprise to find that the number of vessels that arrived here last year 
was 5,913 of 2,774,550 tons burthen, avainst 5,439 ships of 2,516.67 4 
tons in 1871, showing an excess of $74 vessels, with carrying eapacity 
of 257,876 tons more than in 1871. 

With special regard to the Far Fast, the tables show, it is true, a 
satisfactory increase, though not in so greet a proportion as other parts 
of the globe, the arrivals from China, Japan, India, the South Sea 
Islands, and Australia, bein 
(against sixty-eight vessels of 4125 tons in 1871), showing, however, a 
respectable increase of nearly 15,000 tons. In the export shipping 
there was also a fair angmentation of more than 10,000 tons, the iyures 
given being seventy-four vessels with 50,4720 tons last year, against 
sixty-two vessels with 40,150 tons in 1871. 

Among the arrivals from the Far East three vessels came from Ba- 
tavia, three from Akyab, two from Bassein, two from Cochin, one from 
Colombo, one from Maulmain, thirteen from Rangoon, four from Sin- 
gapore, two from Io Ilo, one from Canton, four from Canton and Hong 
Kong, two from Foochow, one from Foochow and Shanghai, one from 
Hong Kong, three from Whampoa, three from Macao, one from Asiatic 
Russia, nine from the Navigators’ Islands, two from the Society Islands, 
and the remainder frum uther parts of the South Sea. 

On the other hand two vessels sailed to Manila, two to Macassar, 
two to Padang, two to Akyab, one to Cochin, one to Maulinain, three 
to Rangoon, nine to Singapore, one to Chefoo, eight to Hong Kong, nine 
to Shanghai (including three steamers), one to Yokohama, nine to 
Siberian ports, thirteen to Australia, one to the Sandwich Islands, 
seven to the Navigators’ Islands, four to the Society Islands, and the 
remainder to other parts of Polynesia. 

With regard to the nationality of the vessels the Gerinan flag for the 
first time carries away the palm, for hitherto Great Britain has always 
had the lion’s share, but in 1872 the total number of Gernin ships 
that arrived here was 2,541, against 2.383 under the British flay, 
though owing to the number of large English steamers from the cast 
coast of England and Scotland, and other short voyages, their tonnage 
is considerably larger in the aggregate than the German vessels above- 
mentioned, whilst on the other hand the majority of the long voyages 
from distant countries (vut of Europe) are performed in vessels carry- 
ing the German flag ; and I may add that of the 2,541 vessels under 
the national colours $61, or more than a third, hailed from the port of 
Hamburg. . 

A Japanese, who is studying medicine at Heidelberg, and has al- 
ready made great progress in that science, has just been married to a 
young German lady, whose parents reside at the above University. 
When he has finished his studies and taken his doctor's degree, he in- 
tends to return home, taking his wife with him, and establish himself 
in his native country as a physician. As far as 1 know this is the first 
instance of a native of Japan intermarrying with a German. 


COMMERCIAL. 


The German steamer Egeria, of this port, has arrived from the Far 
East, bringing from Foochow a cargo of tea, consisting of 105 
whole chests, 575 half do., 2,733 quarter do., and 8,607 eighth do. of 
different descriptions. As they have not yet been landed they are not 
in the market. The dealings in the article have been on a limited 
scale, importers having only disposed of 114,8 chests uf Congou, 367/83 
do. Souch, 7, and 114/4 do. of Pekoe. Rice continues in favour, and 
some sorts, ji: higher, as the stock is much reduced ; nothing has been 
done in roug;: grain. Cassia Lignea has a satisfactory sale at steady 
prices, but Flores is neglected and unsaleable, though offered under the 
quotations. Pepper is in great demand at considerably higher rates, 
and large transactions are reported, it being just the season for making 
German sausages, for which a great quantity of black pepper is used. 
Singapore fetches easily 76 to 77 marks, Penang 71 to 72, and white 
118 to 120. In all probability the prices will improve still further in 
the course of next month. No transactions to report in Spelter— 
nominal price 27 marks.

Your correspondent is a humbled man ; a writer who knows nothing 
about Java, who has no idea of the wants and exigencies of that 
colony, who has no knowledge of the situation there. But why ? 
Simply because he has dared to criticise adversely the nonsensical threat 
which was addressed to the Jura Bode by the Governor-General that 
its printing offices should be clused if anything was said in that paper 
about the sevond expedition to Atchin. ‘Things must be very bad there 
when the Batavia papers acknowledge that they do not dare tu insert 
what Twrote about that measure. It is the Bateria Jlraddsblad which 
is so angry with your poor correspondent, and that says Twas in the wrong 
when I stated that the action of the Governor-Generl was disapproved 
of by the majority of the public. I forgive the sally of your Batavia 
contemporary, but Fcan assure the editur that the particulars which it 
is forbidden to publish in Batavia will be known, not only throughout 
the colony, but over the whole world a few weeks later. It was for 
this reason that IT styled the measure of the Governor-General a non- 
sensical one, The press must be free, and there is no justifieation 
whatsoever which can answer for such a course as has been adopted. 
Considerable amusement has Deen created here by the quai duel be- 
tween Messrs. Hoek and Van Dalen, the editors of the Bode and the 
Handelsblad, We are so convinced of the courage of both that it is 
thought they might tind better employment for their valour by quitting 
the pen for the sword and fighting side by side against their country's 
enemies instead of face to face against one another. It seems as if the 
presence of Mr. Busken Huet in Java has had, as regards the press, much 
the same effect as would be exercised by a lucifer inatch in a barrel of 
gunpowder. The tone of the press is very bad. 

The Dayhlad states that the French Government has received a note 
from the Sultan of Atchin, stating his grievances against Helland. 
Marshal Macmahon sent this document to the Dutch Government. 

Cholera has made its appearance in several plices near this town. 
The cases have as yet not been very mimerous, but they have in- 
variably hla fetal result, Measures are taken to prevent the spre.d 
of the epideinie. 

Much astonishment has been ereated by the announcement that the 
director of His Majesty's Cabinet, Mr. van Heeckeren Van Kell has re- 
signed, No reason is given for the resiguation. 

The King has accepted the resignation of Mr. T. W. Beukema, 
medical officer of the second class, who has entered the service of the 
Jiapumesy Government. 

Political news is very scanty. The papers are filled with articles 
about the festival which is to take place on the 3rd of November.

Cuenen Missions ty Japax.—A meeting of the Blackheath branch 
of the Church Missionary Society was held at the Alexandra Hall on 
Tuesday, the 21st inst., the chair being taken by General Clark, a member 
of the local committee, who gave some satisfactory details of the position 
of the society during the present year. The contributions had exceeded 
previous years, and it was expected that the year would close with a 
considerable surplus, against a deficiency of £11,000 last year. He 
trusted that the local committee and the inhabitants of Blackheath 
would continue their efforts in supporting so excellent an institution as 
the Church Missionary Society. The Kev. George Ensor, who had 
rerved the society in Japan, then addressed the meeting, and gave an 
interesting description of the manners and customs of the Japanese, 
and his work in Nagasaki, which had to be conducted with great 
caution, as the local anthorities had orders to watch the proceedings of 
all missionaries and their converts. Shortly before he left the de- 
portation of Christians was going on, in spite of the remonstrances of 
the foreign Ministers. He regretted that his health necessitated him 
to retire from the field, but he trusted that the society would push on 
with vigour their operations in Japan—that no country oftered so finea 
field. he Rev. W. Burnside had succeeded him in Nagasaki. The 
meeting was then addressed hy the Rev. Martin Hart, of Blackheath, 
who had lately visited the ports of Japan, and in a humourous speech 
he described his experiences, and confirmed Mr. Ensor’s views of the 
great eligibility of the field for missionary labour, arguing that we should 
largely increase the number of our missionaries—the Americans already 
exceeding our numbers. He regretted the immorality and disregard for 
the Sabbath prevalent amongst the foreign communities, and its bad 
example on the natives. 

ORDINATION OF Misstonartrs FoR Inpra AND Ciina.—The Wesleyan 
Methodist Chapel in Grove-street, Liverpool, was crowded on Friday 
evening with a congregation who assembled for the purpose of witness- 
ing the interesting ceremony of ordaining three missionaries, who are 
about to proceed to Indiaand China, They were appuinted missionaries 
at the last Wesleyan conference. Their names are Mr. J. 5. Williams, 
Mr. E. Pearson, and Mr, J. Race, and they belong to Liverpool. Mr. 
Williams proceeds to Bangalore, and Mr, Pearson and Mr. Race to China, 
The ministers who took part in the service were the Revs. Marmaduke 
Osborn, Charles Garrett, William Arthur, and Mr. M’Cawley, who asked 
the usual questions and delivered the charge. 

Spurious TEA.—Mr. Steains, wholesale dealer, writes to The Times :— 
The grocers are being cruelly dealt with, incompetent analysts having 
by this Act power to destroy their commercial reputation, as most of 
the convictions have been for selling fine teas, coloured and prepared to 
meet the taste and requirements of the public, and in no way intended 
as adulteration. The Act requires amendment, empowering the City 
Commissioners of Sewers to appoint duly qualitied inspectors of all 
teas on arrival in this country, with power to forbid all found spurious 
from entering into hume consumption. Before a summons is granted 
to local analysts they should be compelled to send all suspected samples 
of tea tu the London inspectors, to be compared with the same tea in 
bond which it is suld as representing.

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THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE. 


Our Lisbon correspondent informs us that the present 
Governor of Macao, the Viscount SAN JANUARIO, has re- 
signed, and that he will probably be succeeded by Senor 
BApTisTA DE ANDRADE, now Governor of the Portuguese 
colony of Angola. We do not know if the resignation of 
Viscount JANUARIO is to be attributed to the Macao coolie 
trade, but we trust that the new Governor will go out with 
full powers from the Government at Lisbon, to put a stop 
to this most diabolical traffic in human flesh, which has 
so long disgraced the Portuguese Government at home 
and abroad. It is, unfortunately, not only the good 
name of the Portuguese which suffers, but the fair 
fame of all foreigners resident in, or having relations 
with, China. We have reason to know that this horrible 
coolie traffic, has been one of the greatest hindrances to 
our progress in negotiations with the Chinese Government 
at Peking, for the extension of our treaty privileges. 
While it inflicts untold cruelties and misery on the unfor- 
tunate coolies who are kidnapped, the Portuguese at Macao 
look complacently on and permit it, as it brings in fees which 
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are useful for local expenditure. In our last issue we had 
again to notice that a vessel lately arrived at Callao lost on 
the passage from Macao 168 coolies, and forty were so bad 
that they had to he landed at a port en route. What answer 
can be made to Chinese remonstranees, when foreigners 
are the means of carrying out such monstrous*eruelties ? 


THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS IMMIC?2ATION 
ORDINANCE. 

THE real object of Sir Harry Orp’s Chinese Inmi- 
grant Bill is very patent, notwithstanding the official “ ob- 
jects and reasons” with which it was ushered in. In 
support of it Sir HARRY publishes two petitions from cer- 
tain Chinese inhabitants ; and if those petitions were to 
be taken as the genuine and spontaneous production of the 
Oriental mind, they might deserve consideration. It would 
be gratifying to find “ traffic in human beings” and “dis- 
graceful kidnapping ” condemned by Chinese in the same 
idiom and turn of thought as by the biggest gun of Exeter- 
hall. It is curious, indeed, that these vehement denuncia- 
tions are applied not to slavery or man-stealing, but to the 
cheats and frauds perpetrated by Chinese crimps and 
longshore men on their newly landed countrymen— 
malpractices, which the petitioners could easily put a stop 
to themselves. But when we find that the only cure which 
oceurs to the Chinese minds for such evils is the “estab- 
“ Jishment of a depot under the control of a regularly ap- 
“ pointed Government Officer,” where immigrants may be 
received, “aud their names registered,” the real nature of the 
scheme becomes obvious, and the leading signatures would 
remove all doubt on the subject ; for they are those of the 
one Chinese member of Council, the fortunate opium 
farmers, and some other well-known Chinese who find fa- 
your in and about Government-house. The meaning is 
plain ; it is simply to provide another emolument for a cer- 
tain favoured individual, who is tobe appointed “ Registrar.” 





WE called attention in our last to the report of the City 
Commissioners on adulterated or spurious tea. We now 
reprint articles from Zhe Tomes and Morning Post on the 
subject, and we think it can be accepted by Chinese and 
foreign shippers that public indignation is now thoroughly 
roused, and any further shipments will assuredly be seized 
and confiscated.

THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 


—o-— 
VISIT OF THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF TECK. 

On the 25th ult. the Chinese Court was honoured by a visit 
from the Prince and Princess of Teck (Princess Mary of 
Cambridge), by whom the Court was closely and carefully in- 
spected, and apparently much admired. The first department 
visited was the side gallery, in which the excellent collections 
made in Hony Kong by the Austrian Consul-General, Herr von 
Overbeck, are displayed. These collections were shown to the 
Royal party by Mr. Von Overbeck himself, who was compli- 
mented on his energy, which had succeeded in doing so much for 
the Exhibition. From Mr. Overbeck’s department the Royal party 
proceeded into the larger gallery adjoining, where they were re- 
ceived on behalf of the Chinese Commission by Mr. Bowra, Sir 
A. Buchanan, the British Ambassador, presented Mr. Bowra to 
the Prince and Princess, and a considerable time was spent in 
inspecting the silks, porcelain, aud enamels which fill the gal- 
lery. Mr. and Mrs. Bowra had the honour of dining with the 
Royal party at the British Embassy in the evening. 





BANQUET BY THE JAPANESE MINISTER. . 

On the evening of the 24th October his Excellem «Sano, Mi- 
nister Resident of Japan at Vienna, and Vice-President of the 
Japanese Commission at the Exhibition, gave a grand banquet 
to the officials connected with the Exposition and to the chiefs 
of the Commissions of other countries. Covers were laid for 
eighty guests, and among many distinguished persons present 
were their Excellencies Count Czechy, Baron Gogeon, Baron 
Calice, Minister for Austria in Japan, Chevalier Schwezel, the 
Commissioner for England, Mr. Owen, for France, M. Som- 
mereil, for Prussia, Germany, Sweden, Switzerland, Bavaria, 
Wurtemberg, Denmark and Holland. The Chinese Commission 
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was represented by Messrs. Hannen, Bowra and Detring, and 
Mr. von Overbeck was also among the invited. 

The following letter explains the ground on which the Diploma 
of Honour at the Vienna Exhibition for silk was awarded to 
the Customs Service in China :— 


To THE M-uk3ERS OF THE CHINESE COMMISSION OF THE VIENNA 
EXHIBITION, 1873. 

GENTLEMEN,—Now that the awards of the international jury have 
been offig¢=lly published, may I be allowed to communicate to you 
the decisions we arrived at in Section II. of Group V., in which I 
had the honour to represent the Chinese Commission as a member of 
the jury. I propose with the present to communicate to you the con- 
siderations which guided the jury in according prizes, and to furnish 
be with a document which may serve to control their regular distri- 

ution. ; 

In the Silk Piece Goods Department the jury found the collection of 
Rukwang Tung, Shanghai, a very interesting and extensive one. The 
Brocade fabrics especially were praised, as well for their good manufac- 
ture as for the colours, whilst the plain fabrics were of a more inferior 
manufacture, though their colours were exceedingly brilliant. and the 
jury awarded the Medal of Merit. 

earn in Canton had a collection which was found inferior in im- 

ce as well as in quality to the above—however, nevertheless, was 
well worth the attention of the jury, which awarded an Honourable 
Mention. 

The Chinese Imperial Customs, Shanghat. This extensive collection 
was not so brilliant as Hukwang Tung, but the statistical notes and 
arrangements made it a valuable collection for commerce. The jury 
awarded the Medal of Merit. 

In the Raw Silk Department the jurors first took the same view as 
they had done in Japan, viz., that the Chinese Raw Silks, having fallen 
off in quality quite as much as Japans within the last years, the jury 
in refusing to award any prizes for them, hoped to stimulate the Chinese 
to improve this raw produce. However, I observed that the exhibitors 
were not the producers themselves, as was more or less the case with 
Japan, and that such a censure would have no effect at all in China ; 
that we had to deal with the Chinese Imperial Customs, who had taken 
the trouble to collect the silks, and that an acknowledgment was 
not given for the silks, but for the exhibiting institution. The jury 
then awarded for Raw Silks the Medal of Merit to the Bureau in 
Shanghai. It is in the above light that this prize is to be viewed, and 
I was asked to mention this in order that the Chinese, if such was the 
case, might not believe that the Raw Silk which they now produce 
satisfies European manufactures. 

The Cheefoo Dgei Suk first attracted little attention ; however, on 
closer examination, the Honourable Mention was awarded to the Bureau 
des Karsenlishen Seczdlldrenstes in Chefoo. 

N. Maertens, Shanghai. This is a well completed collection, which 
has been made up with great knowledge and care. The jury awarded 
the Medal of Merit. 

In consideration of the great trouble and care which the Chinese 
Imperial Customs Service took in furnishing the Vienna Exhibi- 
tion with a complete collection of Chinese silks and silk fabrics, 
which, considering the eminent position which this institution 
holds in China, is so much more a most valuable contribution 
to the representation of the commerce of China— the jury de- 
ciding that also all cther conditions as put forward by the Coun- 
cil of Presidents were completely fulfilled by the Chinese Imperial 
Maritime Customs Service, decided to propose this institution for the 
Diploma of Honour. This, as well as all other propositions, were accepted 
in the section as well as in the group, and I understand that the Di- 
ploma of Honour has also been granted by the Council of Presidents. 
The other not enumerated exhibitors were either not found important 
enough or not worthy of an award. e 

I hope that you will be satisfied with the above resulta, and thanking 
you for the confidence you have ehown me, I beg, Gentlemen, to believe

INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

The manner in which one of the most important questions 
that ever occupied public attention is being disc abroad, 
and the feeling that prevails on the subject in some parts of the 
Continent, may be seen from the following extracts from an 
article which has eppenet in a Florentine-Roman paper of dis- 
tinguished merit, the Gazetta d'Italia :— 


All great, practical, and humanitarian ideas reach us from England. 
There originated liberty of conscience, freedom of the press, constitu- 
tion), equilibrium, personal independence, free trade, abolition of the 
slav,' ade, factory Acts, all this had birth in England, and, thanks to 
the determination and tenacity of that people, has rooted itself and 

rospers wherever Civilisation has yet extended. The aversion is well 
Enoen, which for upwards of half a century Great Britain has mani- 
fested for recurring to arms ; and how, even at the risk of appearing 
weak and declining, she seeks to avoid every conflict, provided the dis- 
pute is capable of being amicably adjusted. In the last difference with 
the United States she set a sublime example of temperance and public 
sound sense, accepting an arbitration by which she knew beforehand 
her condemnation was certain, as eventually happened. This great fact 
ought not to remain isolated, and be lost for humanity, it ought to produce 
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great fruits. . . IfCobden theorised for peace at any price, Richard 
showed himself much more practical, energetically demonstrating that 
all the evils which afflict Europe, the ruin of families, the crushing 
taxation, the horrors of war, the interruption to industry and civilisa- 
tion, are all derived from standing armies, which consume the flower of 
the life of upwards of four millions of men, and cause the loss of seem- 
ingly fabulous millions of wealth thrown into the whirlpool of mili- 
tarism, whose only scope is that of destruction.

SPURIOUS TEA. 
(THE TIMES.) 
Mr. Bright’s resumption of his public duties has naturally brought his 


future services into immediate requisition, and, among other clients 
anxious for his support, he has already received a deputation from the 
Grocers’ Mutual Protection Association of Birmingham. The London 


Grocers have been even more energetic, and have combined in a formidable 


league for their own protection against certain effects of the Adulte- 


ration Act. Grocers are liable to be fined for selling adulterated tea, 


and there is certainly no doubt that in instances of plain default the 
penalty is justifiable. 
not be, and, as a matter of fact, commonly is not, any work of theirs. 


But the grocers allege that the adulteration may 


They buy the tea of wholesale dealers, who either import it or buy it 
from importers, and they then offer it to the public in the condition in 
which it was received. Consequently, they argue, the fault is not theirs. 
The article, whether genuine or spurious, is the identical article sold to 
them, and proveny is the article which was brought to this country 
as tea, which paid duty as tea, and which was passed as tea by the Cus- 
tom House officers. Why, then, under such circumstances, should the 
adulteration, if udulteration there be, be charged to the score of the 
retailers only? Better go at once to the fountain-head, and stop the 
noxious imports by enjoining the officers of Customs to seize and des- 
troy all tea unfit for consumption or sale. Such a course, indeed, is 
all the more incumbent on the Government, inasmuch as the State 
derives a very large revenue from tea, and it cannot, therefore, be too 
much for the public to ask in return that the genuineness of the com- 
modity should be tested and warranted as it passes in necessary course 
through official hands. There is something, perhaps, in this argument 
which, if not sound, is plausible; but we must take the reader a little 
further, and observe first that there is no kind of doubt about the fact 
placed by the grocers in the front of their remonstrance. Whether 
there are any tricks played in the home trade we need not inquire, but 
it is certainly true that the adulteration of tea is carried on to a very 
large extent in the country from which it is exported. In July last the 
bonded warehouses contained ten million pounds of tea absolutely unfit 
for human food. Last month the arrival of 370 chests of “ putrid” tea 
was reported, 90 of which had found their way into the trade. This 
foul stuff consisted of decayed and rotten tea leaves, but substances of 
the most noxious kind find their way also into the contents of the 
chests. Sand, iron filings, and colouring matter are used for 
the purposes of adulteration, and it is actually stated that in one case 
the “tea” was so charged with metallic ingredients as to obey the 
attraction of a magnet. So far, therefore, the representations of the 
retail grocers are justified; but then it is obvious to ask how such 
wares find admission into their shops. The tea described above could 
not, we should think, have imposed upon anybody, and it seems only 
natural to conclude that retailers dealing with responsible houses on 
legitimate terms might be protected against any such fraudulent sup- 
plies. Of course it is very conceivable that adulteration may be so 
practised as] to require an expert analyst to detect the cheat ; but in 
the majority of such cases as are spoken of the mischief must be clear. 
We shall be taking, however, another stepin the argument by adverting 
toa memorial or petition recently addressed to the Common Council 
by the wholesale and retail dealers of this metropolis. 

It had been proposed that the Custom House officers should be em- 
powered. to destroy at once and on the spot all tea discovered to be 

urious when offered for admission, but to this some of the petitioners 
objected that a proceeding so summary might cause loss and injustice 
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to the merchant or consignee, who ought rather to have the opportunity 
of re-exporting or returning the condemned goods to those who sent 
them. We think this will bring us to the very pith of the whole ques- 
tion. On what terins and under what circumstances are these cargoes 
of foul or counterfeit tea despatched to this country? Are they sent 
in answer to orders for gourl and wholesome tea at a fair and reasonable 
price? If so, then no doubt the exporting Chinamen are responsible 
for the fraud, and should be visited with the discredit and loss ensuing. 
But another remarkable representation was made by the petitioners. It 
was urged that, whereas “teas” of this description had notoriously 
been imported and passed for many years, it would be unjust to the 
exporter to condemn and destroy them without due notice, and it was 
suggested accordingly that notitication should be made in Chinese ports 
to the effect that after a certain date all tea coming to this country 
would be inspected, and if found spurious condemned. It appears to us 
that this proposal presumes a certain justification for the exporter. If 
Chinese merchants, professing to sell good tea at the price of good tea, 
deliver, instead, a false and worthless article, we cannot see how they 
deserve any such warning or respite as it was proposed to give them. 
They ought, on the contrary, to be summarily punished for their dis- 
honesty, nor could they pretend to complain of the penalties inflicted. 
It would be otherwise, however, if the bargain were such as to imply of 
necessity sume amount of illegitimate dealing. Supposing, for example, 
the price paid for the tea to be notoriously insufficient for the purchase 
of the genuine article—-then the fault would not lie exclusively with the 
Chinaman. The trade done in such goods would be an illicit trade, but 
the blame would not attach to one side only. 

In short, the true question comes to this—who originates the deal- 
ings complained of? If the prices paid in succession by the wholesale 
importer, the retail dealer, and we must, in justice, add the consumer 
himself, are clearly inadequate to secure the best or even a genuine ar- 
ticle of the kind described, it appears to us that the fault is distributed 
through the whole chain of parties concerned. If a grocer’s customers 
expect to buy good tea for the half of what would be a remuncrative 
charge, they have, in a great measure, themselves to thank for the 
entire series of deceptions. The retail dealer offers impracticable terms 
to the wholesale dealer, the wholesale dealer follows suit with the im- 
porter, and the importer with the exporter, until at last the Chinese 
merchant makes up for the British market—not tea, for that he could not 
afford at the price, but something that may possibly pass muster und will 
allow him a profit on the transaction. That, it seems tu us, is the light 
in which the public should be invited to look at the matter; and we 
should like to know, by way of elucidating the mystery, what prices 
were put upon the teas condemned. People cannot be too seriously 
reminded that even Free Trade will not give them half-a-crown's worth 
for a shilling. It is perfectly certain that the sale of foud noxiously 
adulterated should be forbidden by law, but it is equally true that 
genuine wares must be paid for. Consumers must not look to get what 
they want at less than cost price and then find the purity of the article 
guaranteed by the State. Let us hear, in short, on what terms these 
spurious cargoes of tea were imported and sold, and then we shall know 
how to apportion the blame.

At any rate, 
the Government has the reyuisite authority, and ought at once to 
exercise it. The truth is that the Commissioners of Sewers are un- 
willing to proceed to extremities against the guilty importers before 
giving them timely notice. 
consumption, still, represents a considerable capital, and the business 
men who compose the Commission are reluctant to destroy this capital 
without return and without compensation. Of course it would be easy 
to assume a high moral tone, and virtuously to condemn their reluct- 
ance ; but, before we do so, it would be as well, perhaps, to make sure 
that we, the public, have perfectly clean hands in the matter. Unfor- 
tunately, truth compels us to admit that we have not. For years 
this vile trade has been going on, and during all those years the 
Government has been complacently levying duties on the horrible com- 
pound passed through its custom-houses, asking no questions and 
making no difficulties so long as the duties were paid. The conduct of 
the Government in this matter amounts, in practice, to something very 
like a license of the traffic in adulteration ; and, such heing the case, it 
is rather out of place to assume too lofty a tone of censure in speaking 
of the importers and retailers directly engaged in it. Of course these 
tradespeople are dishonest. They are obtaining money under false pre- 
tences ; are gaining a livelihood by administering slow poison to their 
customers, But the public, at the same time, cannot be acquitted of 
responsibility for part of the mischief. It insists upon having tea at a 
price at which every rational man knows sound tea cannot be sold, and 
it continues to buy at this price in spite of all warnings. In plain lan- 
guage, it is offering a premium to dishonesty. Again, it permits its 
Government to levy a part of its revenue on what the Government 
knows to be food unfit for use. It allows this poisonous stuff to be 
stored in its custom-houses, and then distributed to the retail dealers 
for its own consumption. Until we put an end to this Government 
participation in the trade it must be confessed that moral indignation 
at ita character sits badly upon us. 


THE PROPOSED RAILWAY IN CHIN. 
The Shanghai Correspondent of The Times writes :—I see there is a 
project at home to give a railway to the Emperor of China, in order to 
convince him of the merita of steam as an institution ; but I fear the 
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gentlemen who have taken up this idea hardly understand the character 
of the people they intend to benefit. The leading Chinese officials are 
not ignorant of railways ; they see plenty of steamers, travel by them 
very frequently, and have lately built several of their own. It is quite 
within the scope of their intelligence to know that what a steamer is 
on water a railway would be on land. The fact of having a small rail- 
way given them, instead of having to spend £60,000 in its"acquisition, 
will not affect them at all. It is not the cost they fear, but the change. 

In my letter of the 10th of April last I mentioned that the Japanese 
Ambassiulor to China was instructed to seek redress for thAmaltreat- 
ment by the inhabitants of Formosa of some Linchinans who were cast 
on that island ; and I hear that he was successful in this as in his other 
negotiations at Peking. Just as he told the Chinese, in regard to the 
Audience question, that if he could not. have an interview on the terms 
he wished he would leave; so he told them that if they would not 
punish the Formosans, Japan would. And the argument in each case 
was taken ax conclusive. I do not know yet what will be the scope of 
this Formosan expedition, nor with what definite object the Chinese 
will undertake it. Jungle warfare is not much in their line, but the 
Formosan tribes are such weak enemies that they can hardly fail of 
success in a serious expedition. The question is hcw far they will carry 
operations. At present only the east coast is really under Chinese con- 
trol. The central and western portions of the island are savage. Will 
they try to extend the frontier of civilisation or content themselves 
with burning certain villages, massacring a certain number of women 
and old men, reporting every baby slaughtered as ten warriors—and 
retiring? At present the Government scem to be trying to acquire 
some information about their outlying dependency, as an official who 
was for some time on the island has just been called to Peking. I 
should not be surprised to find the whole affair collapse. But in the 
meantime there is undoubtedly a movement in the direction of an ex- 
pedition, and one of the officers destined to take part in it is now in 
Shanghai. 

The only other news of interest is a fresh movement towards opening 
the coal mines near Chinkeang. It is very tentative as yet, and has 
taken the form only of a visit to Shanghai by a mandarin commissioned 
by Li Hung-chang to ascertain what foreign knowledge on the subject 
of mining is available, and what steps would be taken by a foreign 
mining engineer to start the enterprise. Again you sce it is Li Hung- 
chang. For years now I have pointed to this high mandarin as one of 
the ablest and most ambitious men in China. He has steadily risen 
until he is without question, since the death of Tseng Kwo-fan, the first 
Chinaman in the Empire; and every great undertaking — arsenal, 
steamer company, or mining—is invariably connected with his name as 
originator. It is difficult to make out very certainly what are his 
political views. They appear to be hostile to foreigners as foreigners, 
but favourable to foreign appliances, the merit of which he is clever 
enough to appreciate. If the Emperor turns out to be moulded on the 
type of his father, and Li lives long enough, a higher position than he 
has yet attained may be in store for him.

The steamer Vasco de Gama, 3,000 tons, 550-horse power, 
which we lately noticed as intended to open the line of the 
Trans-Pacific Steam Company between San Francisco, Japan, 
and Hong Kong, left the Victoria Docks on the Ist, with a 
general cargo and several passengers, for the Straits, China, and 
Japan, calling at Bombay. The passage to Hong Kong, barring 
accidents, is guaranteed in forty-two days. The first-class cabin 
accommodation is superb, and altogether she is perhaps the finest 
steamer that has left for China. 


Messrs. Lawrence, Clark, and Co., the London agents of the 
new company, formed for running a line from Sydney and New 
Zealand to San Francisco, under a subsidy from the local Go- 
vernments, have chartered the steamers Jacgregor, Tartar, and 
Mongol to open the line. The Macgregor has for some time been 
employed in the San Francisco and China trade ; the Turtar is 
now on her passage out from London to China; and the Mongol 
will shortly be launched, The two latter vessels belong to the 
London, New York, and China Steam Company.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 





The continual upward movement in the value of money has exerted 
a depressing effect upon the Produce Markets generally, and operations 
have been for the most part restricted to actual requirements. At the 
same time there are several exceptions, the most important consisting 
of Coffee, which has continued buoyant, and risen toa still higher point. 
Rice has met an improved demand, and a slight recovery in value has 
been established. Pepper, both Black and White, has been in active 
speculative demand at rising prices. Sugar has declined for all qualities. 


TEA. 

Messrs. Arthur Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—Our market during 
the past week has been generally quiet, but the amount of business has 
been fair, the further arrivals giving a fresh assortment to choose from. 
Prices in most instances have ruled in favour of buyers, especially at 
the public sales without reserve, where Green Teas again sold lower as 
well as Congous, both of old and new season. In the public sales 
10,629 packages have been brought forward, the whole of which have 
been sold without reserve at prices in favour of buyers. The auctions 
have again gone at lower prices both for Black and Green Teas. The 
deliveries for the week amount to 3,096,000 lbs., against 3,355,000 lbs. 
last year. 

Conpons = Reddleat kinds : Siftings have become dull of sale at about 
previous prices. Some broken-leaf and dusty kinds only realised 8d. to 
82d. per lb. at public sale, being fully 4d. per Ib. lower. Fair to good 
common has also sold $d. per lb. lower. Fair to good Kaisow kinds, 
from 1s. 1d. to 1s. 4d., show rather easier rates. In fine only a limited 
business has been done, prices showing but little change. In finest 
there has been nothing doing. Pak Lin kinds have sold at fully former 
prices. Black-leaf kinds : Common kinds have sold at previous low rates. 
Fair from 18. 04d. to 1s. 3d., show a slight decline. A few parcels of 
on medium to fine have been sold from 1s. 5d. to 1s, 10d. per lb., finest 

m 28, to 2s. 4d. per lb. New-make Canton kinds have been taken at 
about previous rates. Oolongs have been fairly saleable at last week's 
prices. Souchongs have been difficult of sale. In Flowery Pekoes 
and Uncoloured Japans there has been no feature of interest to notice. 
Scented Teas : Canton Capers remain without change, the demand 
being only moderate, owing to the fear of the Adulteration Act. Foo- 
chow kinds remain firm. Scented Orange Pekoes: Canton kinds are 
still depressed. Foochow kinds: Supplies of commoner quality have 
come to hand, and have been sold at 1s. 34d. to 1s. 54d. per Ib. ; good 
to fine show no alteration, but the demand is inactive. Green Teas: 
Invoices continue to be realised at lower rates at public auction for 
Ping Suey kinds, No. 1 Gunpowder selling from 28, 1d. to 2s. 2d. per 
lb. Moyune kinds have been better maintained, but the commoner 
kinds of these have also sold rather lower. 

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison and Rehden's Circular says :—There is no 
change to advise in the position of the market, and the bulk of the 
business done has been at public auction without reserve, the total 
quantity passed, including 9,500 chests Indian leaf, reaching 30,000 
packages. The Thermopyle, from Shanghai, arrived 17th inst. with 
the first cargo of black leaf, via the Cape, andthe Norham Castle, from 
Hankow, was reported yesterday. The question of spurious Tea is 
attracting increased attention, and many retailers have been heavily 
fined in the chief provincial towns ; letters have also appeared in the 
leading public papers ; the publicity thus given will doubtless stop the 
importation for the future. 

Samples of Ceylon tea now on the market have been valued at 2a. 


per Ib. 
SILK. 

The market has been quieter this week, business having been much 
interfered with by the foggy weather, and there has been very little 
doing ; prices are unchanged. Deliveries have been good, especially of 
China Silk, which until the last few days has sold freely, the demand 
being principally for the better descriptions of Tsatlee, which are firmly 
held by importers ; common Silk, owing to its abundance, has been 
comparatively neglected. Canton’ Silk is fairly current of sale, with- 
out alteration in prices.

TEA. 

Messrs. de Cordova and Sons’ Report says :—Since our Circular of the 
6th Sept. one of those financial tempests which appear to be the inevit- 
able and almost periodical results of our monetary system has swept, 
with more or less severity, over the various important markets of the 
United States, and for some ten days the entire trade of the country 
was held in abeyance by a panic, particulars of which have already been 
furnished by the journals of the day. It will be sufficient to say here 
that among the bankers who have suspended payment and have not yet 
resumed are two whose credits to a large aggregate amount have accom- 
panied orders to China and Japan for Teas of the present season. With 
the causes which lead to these dangerous and too frequent visitations, 
and with the origin of the recent panic, from the effects of which gene- 
ral business is now slowly recovering, this private circular has nothing 
to do. It comes within our province to say, only, that during the whole 
period of the late financial disturbance, when insolvent banks were 
breaking and sound banks were driven to expedients little short of evi- 
dences of insolvency, the tea dealers generally exhibited a degree of 
soundness and stability which was not marred by a day’s delay or hesi- 
tation in meeting engagements. We earnestly wish that we could add, 
as a guarantee of equal confidence for the future, that the Tea trade 
will combine in a resolution to deal exclusively and only with banks 
which would be satisfied—even at the risk of small dividends to their 
stockholders—to exclude the account of every operator in stocks who 
required certification of cheques for one dollar beyond his actual deposit 
balance. Indeed, there is abundant business—in affording proper and 
legitimate facilities to merchants—to encourage the Tea trade to estab- 
lish a bank of its own, on the cardinal principle of regarding security 
and honesty as the first considerations, and dividends as among the 
last. . 

A fair amount of business in Tea has been done during the month, 
notwithstanding the partial suspension of operations during the height 
of the panic. The new Teenkais and Fychows have arrived, and have 
been pretty freely sold at prices which about cover cost. Small parcels 
of the new Tamsuis have also been received, and have paid satisfactory 
profits. None of the new Amoy or Foochow Oolongs have yet appeared 
on the market. Greens: The sales of the new Fychow and Teenkai 
chops have been made at prices ranging from 57c. to 63c., gold. Ping 
Sueys have declined since the arrival of the better Teas, and may be 
quoted in disfavour, and 5c. to 7c., gold, per pound lower than at the 
opening. Some old chops of Moyune Tea have also been taken at fully 
previous prices for old crop goods. Our latest cable from Shanghai is 
of the 25th Sept., and reports the market firm but dull. Oolongs: 
Small sales of old crop Teas are being made on a basis of about 22c. to 
25c., gold, for good cargo to superior. Some of the new Amoys arrived 
‘last week at San Francisco, but the musters have not yet been shown 
here ; and another shipment by the same route will probably come in 
before the arrival, via Suez, of the Galley of Lorne, str., whose cargo, 
however, it is believed, will be mainly in the hands of one house, which 
should help to strengthen the market for the new Tea. Our latest 
evble from Amoy is of the 26th ult., and reports “small stock left 
unsold, principally cargo Teas.” From Foochow we have no recent 
cable despatch. Japans: There is rather more inquiry for choice 
grades, and dealers show more willingness to approach, in their offers, 
the prices current a month ago. A good demand exists for medium 
grades, and it is supposed that supplies of these are on the steamer 
arrived last week at San Francisco. Our last cable is of 30th Sept., 
and quotes prices unchanged and market quiet. 

The present aspect of the Tea trade here, we are glad to say, appears 
to us healthy and encouraging, as far as the promise of a steady demand 
and a generally sound condition of credit are concerned. But we again 
repeat that there cannot be any reasonable profit in Teas bought at the 
high cost ruling in China and Japan. The new Greens are covering, 
because the supply is yet light. Medium grades of Japan will, we be- 
lieve, do likewise for the same reason. But present figures are too high 
for the later periods of the season, when importers will have to carry 
heavy stocks.
